-score of her citizens whose lives were 
«blotted out early to day by the explosion 
of a boiler In the Grover company's sfioo 
factory. 
The explosion was immediately 
¿followed by u Hash of flame, which con­ 
sumed 
the factory, a long, four-story 
structure, as If It were a house of cards 
and incinerated an unknown number of 
men and women who were unable to ex­ 
tricate them selves from tho m ass of tan­ 
gled wreckage formed by the terrific up­ 
heaval in the bollur room. 


More than half a hundred employes 
were maimed, burned or bruised by the 
tim e/they reached safe ground. Some had 
jumped from the roof, some frorn win­ 
dows and others had been injured In the 
rush to escape from the doomed factory, 
from all parts of which came intense, 
awful heat of an inferno, driving back 
the band of heroic rescuers who in a few 
brief 
moments had performed gallant 
service! The tire extended from the fac­ 
tory to seven other buildings in the vicin­ 
ity and destroyed them. 


It may never be known just how many 
.persons perished. 
No one knows exactly

Two hundred and fifty 
survivors have been accounted for and at 
midnight the remains of fifty bodies had 
been recovered from the ruins, search be­ 
ing continued all night. 
Fragm ents of 
human frames which m ight possibly be­ 
long to bodies other than those enumer­ 
ated have also been found. 
Few of the 
remains have been identified. 
H eads in 
nearly every case are m issing and except 
In rare instances It was impossible even 
to distinguish the sox. 


There was no trace of the body of David 
W. Rockwell, engineer, wfio was not seen 
after the explosion. It IS supposed he per­ 
ished a t his post. 


Inspection of the wrecked boiler by the 
state boiler Inspectors showed there was 
sufficient w ater in It. The cause of the 
explosion Is a. m ystery. - 
W hen the boiler exploded It passed up 
ward alm ost perpendicularly, -tearing t 
passage as it went and killing m any on 
Its way. 
A fter reaching Its height It de­ 
scended half the distance and then-swerv- 
ing northerly cut Its way like som e huge 
prpjectlle through a dwelling house fifty 
feet away and pierced another dwelling 
farther 
along, 
demolishing 
the 
latter 
structure. 


SCENES OF HORROR 
.. Scenes of horror fQllowed the wrenching 
apart of the factory building. 
Men anti 
■women had time Vut to turn In attem pt 
to flee after the first dull roar when tho 
■flooring sank beneath them and they were 
thrown 
to 
the 
ground, crushing and 
bruised arnong a mass of debris. 
Many 
fell into, a veritable fiery furnace. ,In sec­ 
tio n s .o f 
the 
factory which remained 
standing operatives were panic stricken as 
•¿hey sought to escape. 
Many fled down 
stairw ays rind reached the street, others- 
. ron to windows, fire escapes in many 
cases having been torn away by^lhe ex 
plosion. 
In cjeapera.tion many jumped to 
i tho ground and wore, dangerqusiy injured 
Tho crush on the stairways resulted in 
numerous minor injuries. 
Scarcely had 
the rear portion of the structure-collapsed 
]/ when a tongue of flame.started', up "from 
the boiler ■'"pit and reaching o u t as it 
ascended cpmmuhlcatQcL with 1 splintered 
' wreckage and iimnc-fliaiely afterward with 
s tho stahding walls. 


ROASTED TO DEATH. 


Soon the entire factory was in flames. 
Instant death w as the fate of'm any who 
went down with the floors that collapsed 
A large number of men and women who 
were working near the supports wer 
alive after the floors and walls fell. Fioni 
these 
unfortunates 
thrilling 
cries 
of 
agony and terror went up. 
Almost alt 
liad been caught between broken timbers 
lighter wooden wreckage and heavy pieces 
of machinery. 
A few persons succeeded 
in extricating themselves from the wreck 
age, but more wore roasted to death 
WORK OF RESCUE. 


B y this time nearby citizens had arrived 
to assist employes who escaped in the 
rescue of their follows. 
This task became 
m om entarily more difficult and perilous, 
for the heat from the five was almost un 


bearable. 
B y the use of long pieces of 
timber the rescuers were able to raise 
parts of tho wreckage und thereby re­ 
lease some of the imprisoned, victims and 
them by rushing Into the smoke carricd 
them to safety. 


ACTS OF HEROISM. 


Then it was that acts of sacrifice and 
heroism were soon. One man whose legs 
were caught under an Iron beam cried to 
rescuers that they couldnot extricate him 
and to help the girls behind him. Stretch 
ing out his arms, he lifted several girls 
one by one to the rescuers. Then the fire 
readied him and he died. 


A woman who was entangled Itt a shoo 
machine cried out that she was dying and 
commended the rescuers to attend to oth­ 
ers who m ight live. 
She begged to bo 
hot. 
oon the flames enveloped her. 
Among the first to arrive on the scene 
w as Rev. .Tames A. O’Rourke, curate at 
M argaret’s Roman Catholic church 
nearby. 
A t the risk of his life he re 
moved seven persons from the ruins be­ 
fore the fire readied them and was re­ 
turning for the eighth time 
when 
his 
houlder was dislocated and he fainted 
from exhaustion. 


Father O'Rourke said 
heavy pièces of niadj 
twisted coils of pipefw ere many, oh so 
m any poor men and women suffering ter- 
ibie agonies. 


'In order to reach these imprisoned 
sufferers we had to crawl through debris 
and with the aid of a large timber raised 
tho wreckage which hold fast several men 
and women. In this manner and by brute 
strength w e pulled out seven employes. 


"By this time the flames were alm ost 
upon us and we were about to Jlee for 
safety when one poor fellow begrged that 
a last effort be made to save him. Three 
o f/u s grasped the'm an by the shoulders 
and arms and tugged and pulled until 
suddenly he cried: 
‘My God, my leg is 
pulled off.' 


"It was terrible, especially so because a 
moment later, with our clothing scorched 
We were ordered aw'ay by the chief of thé 
fire department and were reluctantly com­ 
pelled to leave thé poor man to Ills fate.- 
"Just before leaving I, saw at least fif­ 
teen Imprisoned operatives, some already 
suffering 
untold 
agonies 
from 
flames: 
which were actually cooking their flesh 
and others watching with terror-stricken 
eyes the fate of their companions, know 
ing that a moment or two would bring to 
them slm llar.sufferlng and then death 
»Scenes and incidents attending the liolo 
caust were .frightful in the extrem e and 
unnerved, many who were trying vainly 
to get tp the victim s, and some turned 
aw ay slclc and fainting. 


W hile these scenes of horror were being 
enacted in the wrecked factory Arc leaped 
across Ghalmar street and destroyed 
three-story brick block owned by Charles 
1?. Dahlburg and several smaller build 
ings.

ENG INEER WAS APPREHENSIVE. 
In an interview given the Associated 
Press to night Mrs. Rockwell, w ife of 
the engineer, whose home was wrecked

•'For the past few ditys my husband had 
been irritable on account of the conditio 
of the boiler. lie htul said many tlipes of 
late th al he liad "to put on the boiler pres 
sure it was unequal to, 
lie had to do 
this, he said, bccau.se work in the factory 
required it, 


“I w as in my kitchen about five min 
utcs before the explosion and happened to 
look over at the factory. 
At that lim e 
D ave was sillin g 011 u chair near the win 
,dow of the boiler room. 
That was the 
last I saw of him. I turned my attention 
to som e housahofd. duties and a few min 
utes later there was a crash. 
I 
thrown to the floor and portions of the 
roof and coiling fell down upon me. I did 
not know until later that it was the 
boiler which wrecked my home.”

(li-'di'iic C. Thomas, the retired banker, 
once a iiartner of Mr. Cooke's and In- 
llmately iicquainted with every detail 
of tho great financier's resourcefulness 
In ncKothuing government loans during 
the civil war, says that the United 
State« owes n debt of gratitude to Jay 
(.'ooUe whicli H la imposslblo to overes­ 
timate. 


"I consider it ft .groat privHlcge,” said 
Mr. Thomas, “to glvc this testimony. I 
was M clerk In Mr. Cooke's bank 
through the whole period of his agency 
in plneing governmeut loans, which 
was In iiHoif a groat experience. 
He 
suceecded In ^bls very largely by tak­ 
ing the people Into bis conlidence. He 
made n popular subscription to tho na^ 
tlonal loans, having brought before the 
people part of the old 0 per cent loan, 
which became due in 1881; tho first 
.'»-‘.20s, n (5 per cent Ioan^ redeemable in 
ilvp years and payable In twenty 
years; the .10-40s, of similar nature, 
bearing Interest at 5 per cent, and 
three i-ssuea of 7.8 per cent three year 
treasury notes. 


“in one day at the height of tlieso 
subscriptions .$54,000,000 worth of these 
notes was taUon by the public. Even 
in those days of wonderful negotiations 
such H business would be remarkable. 
Mr. Cooke bad the entire confidence of 
all the secretaries of the treasury and 
was frequently c a ll^ to 'Washington 
to consult as to ways and meana for 
tile negotiation of these loanSi 
His 
commission, all things considered, was 
a very small one, and this ho divided 
most llbGrally with, ei.yer3', biroker. and 
bank that acted as subscription agents 
under him. 
, "One of the most successful of bis 
negotiations, one that aided the gov 
ern.ment’s'credit more tbf^n agytolng 
else, was bis suggestion for tlie con­ 
version of outstaniilng quartermasters’ 
votu'hcrs Into 7,.3 per cent trerisury 
notes. 
Arrangomenta were mado in 
tills way for more than 5?50,000,w0 of 
tbese vouchers, and the money market 
was therel)y relieved from pressure 
and the government was enabled to fill 
all of Its contracts at a much lower 
rate than before. Tho only obligation 
assumed by those who held vouchera 
was an agreement not lo sell tlie treas­ 
ury notea for throe months, as other- 
wlr>o they would have interfered with 
the regular subscription offerings. Bo- 
t’orc tho three mouths was up tho 
whole amount was placed and the sub­ 
script Wu books closed.
